Not a Little elated with the Succeſs of 
my firſt Voyage, and the Approbation of 
all Ranks of People, I advertiſed that J 
would make a ſecond Aſcenſion, from the 
ſame Place, on 7 ueſday the 2d of Auguſt, 
if the Wind and WEATHER would per- 
mit. In the Interim I enlarged the BAL- 
Loox that I might be enabled to take up 
a ſufficient Quantity of Ballaſt; inſtead of 
the Gallery I prepared a Boat, infinitely 
_ lighter, made of twiſted Ozier covered 


with a raw Hide; and, in Conſequence 


of theſe Improvements, hoped to make 
many intereſting Experiments for my own, 
as well as the Public Gratification. 
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With what Pleaſure did I obſerve the 
fair WIND and WEATHER on Monday l 
had ſo far improved my Apparatus as to 
have every probability of filling the BAL - 
LOON in a ſhort Time; and I felicitated 
myſelf on, the delightful Praſpects which 
now ſeemed opening to my View! It did 
not in the leaſt grate my Ears to hear the 
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Carriages rattling one after another thro' 
the principal Streets: Sirangers were in- 
ceſſantly pouring into LiverPooL from 
all Quarters ; and, as I am well informed, 
the Town has never been ſo crouded in 
the Memory of Man! So ſanguine were 
my Hopes, and ſo firm was my Aſſurance 
of ſucceeding, that I retired to Reſt per- 
fectly compoſed and ealy; no Anxiety 
prey'd upon my Repoſe, but 8LEEP gently 
laid his Leaden Mace upon my Eye-Lids, 
and every Care was loſt in happy peaceful 
Slumber !
